1.  Subject  report  has  been  re-viewed  by  this  Di-vlsion,  as  requested.  It  is 
considered  probable  that  the  sightings  of  -vapor  trails  (contrails)  at  high  altitude 
over  Eabolsar,  Iran,  relate  to  twin-jet  aircraft.  The  contrails  could  result  from 
the  engine  effuxes.  The  most  likely  aircraft,  considering  the  adjacent  USSR  areas, 
are  BALG®  and  FLASHLIGHT.  At  hi^  altitude,  either  aircraft  could  leave  such  a 
contrails  as  reported,  wi-thout  the  -vehicle  Itself  being  seen.  ( 


2.  This  Division  does  not  attach  any^^peclal  significance  to  the  sightings 
s reported.  It  is  felt  that  use  of  binoculars  (which  apparently  were  not  availabl 
n the  instances  reported)  would  in  the  fuVere  permit  positive  identification  of 
he  type  of  aircraft  -involved.  (UBCLASSIFIiD) 
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
